THE REPUBLIC AND THE PRO- 
VINCES. 

It is a matter of eorao interest lo ua to 
witness the negotiations going on between 
Canada and tho United Slatos with rognrd 
to reciprocal commercial relations. The 
defeat of tho measure in Congress to regu- 
late the trade between the liepublio and the 
British Provinces eet at rest all ideas of a 
renewal of tho reciprocity trenty ; but tho 
Canadian delegation who had interviews 
with Secretary McCullocb at Washington, 
were still in hopes ol an arrangemont being 
made that would prove satialactory to both 
countries. 

Tho report of the United States revenue 
commissioners on tho treaty indicates clearly 
enough tho basis on which any luture treaty 
will have lo bo drawn. Tho commissioners 
were oimous as Iho people ol Canada thai 
an international commeroial arrangement 
should bo made; "in view," they said, "of 
tho clone geographical connection of Iho 
United States with the British Provinces — 
rendering them in many respects but one 
country — and ol the magnitude of the com- 
mercial relations existing between them, it 
would bo impolitic end to the detriment of 
tho interest of tho United States to decline 
tho consideration ol all propositions looking 
to tho re- establishment of some future and 
satisfactory international commercial arrange* 
mant. Suoh a course wonld bo in entire op- 
position to the spirit of the age, the liberality 
of our people, and the poiicy of rapidly de- 
veloping our resources as a means of dir. 
minishiug the burden of our public debt." 

Whatever ulterior uiotiven ihe United States 
had in terminating Iho presont treaty, they 
will bo serious losers by the act. At tho 
present time tho trado with tho British Pro- 
vinces is, next to that with Great Britain, 
the most important commercial relations 
which the Republio possesses. Tho value of 
tho import and export trade of the United 
States with Great Britain is 8317,000,000, 
nnd with British North America 868,000,000. 
The latter is almost as largo as the combined 
trade with France, Germany and China, and 
is equal to tho entire trade with Mexico, 
Brazil, China and tho British Wesi Indies. 
It is therefore very evident that the grounds 
lor abolishing the treaty must have boon con- 
sidered very strong in the opinion of ihe 
people of the United Statod. The ostensible 
reason is to the "Hoot that tho Republic having 
the interest on a large debt to pay muai 
of necessity require tho imposition of high 
rates ol taxation. Bat as muuy articles so 
taxed rind their way into Canada either free 
of duty altogether, or subject to very Blight 
imposts, it follows that the United States 
most either oxpend large sums to prevent 
smuggling or submit to wholesale frauds on 
the revenue The late reciprocity treaty did 
Dot relieve the Republic of this responsibility 
along the border, and for that reason among 
olhers il is abrogated. It was unjust, also, 
thoy argue to the manufacturer in tho States ; 
while the excise taxation in tho Republic was 
very high, the duties imposed ns excise in 
Canada were little or nothing ; so that the 
article manufactured in the United States had 
to meet with a ruinous competition from the 
British Provinces. To obviate this it was 
recommended, ai we have in former issues 
bIiowo, that Ihe excisolin the Provinces should 
bo raised to un nmount equivalent to 
the duties in the Republio— or in other 
words Canada, which did not require high 
excise duties, and which conld not afford to 
pay them, was to labor under similar burdens 
with the United States. The tendency of tho 
request was simply to bring the British 
North American colonies under tho Fame 
scheme of taxation which obtains in the 
Republio. This was, in fact, one of the 
propositions nindo in Washington — to shut 
out English und other Kuropeun manufac- 
tures, as they are now shut out to u great de- 
gree by the prohibitory or highly protective 
duties ol Iho Republic. Tho proposition, 
however, did not lako, and we And a smaller 
scheme put lorward that on tho face of it 
looked plausihlo enough, but which would have 
proved a most insidious one when in opeta 
tiou. This was instead ol having a reciprocity 
treaty to make such legislative regulations 
as would admit curtain urlicles duty free, or 
subject to a light tariff agreed Upon by both 
countries. The effect of this would be sim- 
ply to make Canada more and more dopend- 
ont on the United States, (or tho system might 
bo changed nny session ol Congress, and 
could, like the proposition of a uniform tax* 
ulion, only lead in the end lo annexation, li 
will be D matter ot soroo curiosity as well as 
instruction to see what slops liio two parties 
will now take, whether commercial hostility 
will usurp the place of reciprocity; nr whether 
each country will content itself with applying 
its energy and ingenuity in developing its 
industrial resources in that manner best 
Biiited to tho circumstances.

It is thought the Indians have 
killed them, as the savages told of a man be- 
ing killed near the Bear's Paw Mountain two 
weeks since. A correspondent of the Salt 
Lake Vedcttt says : It is unfortunate that 
tho Government bad not posted a small force 
at Fort Iiouton ; and ibis probably would 
have been done before, bad not their ears 
been abused with sham treaties entered into 
with the beggar portion ot tho diflarent 
tribes. A largo camp of Fiegans are re- 
ported ten miles bolow Fort Itenton, num- 
bering eighr, hundred warriors, who are said 
to bo nuxioua lor a fight with their " whito 
brethren. " Meanwhile it is said that tho 
Acting Governor is unable to obtain com. 
mifBary stores of the merchants and busi- 
ness men to carry on the campaign against 
the Indians, 



Church Etiquette — Hint to Ladies. — 
It is fasbiouublo with many to come lalo to 
church, long after the services havo begun, 
to tho edification of tho curious in the congre- 
gation and the comfort of the nerves of the 
pulpit. It has been latcdy decided, on high 
authority, that tho following rules aro to be 
observed on such such occasions : " Let tho 
lady advance ono pace beyond tho door of 
tho pew *ho wishes lo enter, halt, aboul face 
and salute.

The Russo-Ahkrican Teleoraph. — Mr. 
Banks, (rep.) ol Mais., from the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, reported a joint re«o. 
lution authorizing and requiring the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to detail ono steam vessel 
from tho Pacifio sqoadron to make a snrvey 
and sounding both of the Amerioan and 
Russian ooaat where it is proposed to es- 
laulish telegraph communication between 
the Western and Eastern continents and for 
tho transportation of materials, and gener- 
ally to afford such assistance as may be best 
calculated to secure the success of the 
enterprise and to oarry out the purposes of 
tho not of July, 1866. Mr. Wasbburne, (rsp.) 
of Illinois, opposed the resolution, as he was 
uot witling to place the navy at the dis- 
posal of a foreign government or private 
patties. Mr. Banks sajd if action were to 
be takon on this mailer it should be taken 
at once. Mr. Stevens, (rep.) from Pa., 
remarked thai last year, when Congress per- 
mitted the company to lay a telegraph by 
way of Russia, they aqtboriied the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to send oua or two shipB 
to aid tbom : bul some clork in that depart- 
ment Baid the vessel should not bo sent, as 
the aot said "authorized" and not "re- 
quired." Russia had ordered two vessels 
for the service. He hoped tha intention of 
the law would bo carried out, aDd that the 
vessels might not be withhold merely on tho 
whim of a clerk. Mr. Banks said this wan 
ono of the grandest enterprises of tho age. 
The vessel proposed to be furnished would 
carry the flag of the oountry. It was desir- 
able to connect the lines at Behring Straits. 
The author of the enterprise Mr. ColliDB, 
was a native of New York, bat a citizen of 
California. Col. Bolckioy as well as Mr. 
Collins was well knowu to him | he was one 
of the most able, patriotic and firm rn^a he 
over knew. The telegrsphio connection 
would ho completed in 1807, By its estab 
lishmont the Secretary ol tho Navy would be 
able to ooinmuuioato with our ve^solo in any 
part of iho earth. Not only Russia hnd 
sent out vossels, but tho British Government 
had also given everything roquired, and tho 
Amerioan Government had given nothing 
tat this vessol. Mr. Washburno, of Illinois 
said this wae a bill in cffeol asking the peo- 
ple to pay 1 1> a expenses which the company 
itsollincurred. Mr. Brooks, (dem.) of Now 
York, said this was not b corporation; The 
enterprise was a groat act of civilization, 
stretch. ng out tho American continent to the 
Old World. It was the only m»ons of resell- 
ing the peoplo fayorabls lo tho United 
States. It was indispensably nooessary, 
situated as wo aro with Franco and England, 
to unlto ourselves with our only national 
friend— Russia. Mr. Hanks repealed that 
this was not a private tolugupb. Tso whole 
world was interested in it. If the Navy 
Department had no interest in it, tho United 
Statos havo. This line would plaoo us in 
communication with six million of people in 
Russia and China, tho only national friends 
wo have, It dwarfed, in tbo future, the 
Europeau Powers hostile to as. Tlioroforo 
every member ought to vote for tho raeaBura 
now heforo the House.

AUSTRALIAN ROBINSON CRTJSOEB 

The Melbourne correspondent of the Times 
supplies a long narrative of a man named 
Muagrovo, who was a year or two ago ship- 
wrecked on ono of tbo Auckland Islands, 
about '100 miles Bouth ol Now Zealand, and 
compelled with somo of his crow, to stay 
there lor nearly twenty months. Ho has 
published in Melbourne a diary, from which 
the narrative iu taken : 

" Early in January of last year, Musgrove, 
■Doinmanding a email sealing vossel called 
tho Orafton, out of tho port of Sydney, was 
driven in a gale s! wind on to ono ot these 
islands, aud his ship became a wreck.— 
With difficulty ho and his crow contrived to 
roach the shoro in a boat. The sover'uy ol 
the weaihor— gales of wind being the rulo 
rather than tho exceplioti in that boisterous 
latitude, prevented them from gutting many 
things from tho vessol, and the only tools 
ibey had were a hammer, an axe, an adze and 
a gimlet, with which they contrived to make, 
after long and persevering labor, a thing thoy 
called u house, with a firo -place and chimney 
to it. For provisions they were dependent 
on- seals, widgeons, muasols, and u sort of 
euuehurino root found ou the island, which 
seived for bread and potatoes, and whioh 
niter somo time they learned to brow into 
some stulf, which, although not beer, thu 
ch plain sayB was bettor than cold water. — 
1 First catch your seal,' was constantly tho 
cardinal principle of their island cookery.— 
Tiio seals wore in prodigious numbers, and 
Captain Musgrove's diary is interesting in its 
notice of these curious creatures. ' They go 
roaring about the woods like wild cattle In- 
deed we expect they will coine and storm the 
tout some night.' After some months of this 
wretched struggle against starvation, some of 
tho men grew insubordinate. Oo Sunday, 
the 7lh February, Musgrove's log has a mis- 
anthropic tin«o about it. Ho says : 'Up to 
tbo present time Iho men have worked well, 
and conducted themselves in n vury obedient 
and respectful manner towards me, but I find 
that there is sorncwlial of a spirit of obsti- 
nacy und independence creeping in amongst 
them. It is true, 1 no longer bold any com- 
mand over them, but 1 share everything that 
has boon saved from the wreck in common 
with thorn, and 1 have wo' 1 ed as hard as 
any of them Id trying to msKe them comfort- 
able, and I think that grutitudo oughl to 
prom f.t them to <uill continue willing and 
obedient ; but you might ns well look for the 
grace of God in a Highlandman's log bock 
us gratitude in a sailor. This is a well known 
fact.' 

And so on the diary proceeds— ocoupj ing 
nearly two pages of tho Age newspaper, 
with the daily warfure on the seals ; with 
an account of tho murder of a Duo phloginat- 
io, ever present, immovable old seal they 
called ' Royal Tom,' tho plague of sand Hies 
and blow flies, nnd boils breaking out ou thu 
faces of the sufferers, until at last somo of 
ihem determine on attempting an esaapo 
from tbo island. Thoir only crul't wns tho 
littlo dingy in which thoy had escaped from 
tho wreck. The nearest inhabited laud was 
New Zealand, 400 milos off. To traverse 
such a tract of stormy ocean in such a boat 
Captain Musgrove knew was little other 
thon a form of suicide ; but, grown daspe- 
ralo, lie determined on the attempt. As well 
perish quickly at soa as slowly on shore, hu 
said. Prudence or consideration for others 
need nol restrain him, lor his wife and 
mother in Sydney must long sinco havo 
given bim up for lost, lie und his men 
raised iho sides ol tho boat and otherwise 
made her fitter for a sea-way, and, when 
ready, question arose who should accompany 
Iho captain- Somo Uatly re.lused, two con- 
sented. They secured us large a sloro of 
seals and other food in the boat us sho would 
carry, put forth to sea, and arrived at .lover- 
oargill, in New Zealand, on the 37lhJuly. 
This is the must wonderful part of the whole 
narrativo, as probably suoh another voyage 
in such a host, waB nover before made. The 
captain and his men were treatod with the 
greatest kindness at Inveroargill, and a small 
craft was at onco chartered lo proceed to tbo 
island for the other men. Tnoy were ro- 
coverod and brought away ) but as smoke 
was soon on anothar part qf the island, it 
was thought thai lliero woro probably other 
shipwrecked persons lliero who were unable 
to escape, more especially os several vessels 
have been lost, or given up at lost, which 
have lately sailed from Australian porta. 
Captain Musgrove. therefore came on to 
Melbourne, and appliod to the Victorian 
Govornment for further assistance, winch h is 
been granted. The colonial steam-sloop 
Victoria has beon despulebed with a Humor- 
ous crow, and with Musgrovo on board as 
pilol; and tho captain ol tho Victoria has 
particular instructions to make a careful 
search over the Islands before ho returns to 
Malbouroe, which will probably bo about 
six weeks hence."

FOHT SUMTER AS IT 13. 



The Charleston correspondent of the Boston 
Traveller writos as follows of Fort Sumter : 

In iho centre, in mid- channel, liko a glim 
seuliiiel elands Fort Suintur, bowed, broken, 
and desolate. A shapeless pile of earth and 
sand and brick, it bears no likeness lo its 
former self. Where tho now cross of tho 
Confederacy and the palmotto Hag of South 
Carolina, nnd Iho division flag of Gonerul 
Ripley werj so proudly flying in April nnd 
July of 18G3, only one einglo banner, and 
that tho red, white, and blue, now waves 

Scarred and craoked, its walls seem rondy 
to fall. Tho fueo toward Cumming's Point 
is crushed and broken into a Btoep hill ol 
mingled sand nud brick, and shot nnd Bholl. 
The fuao toward Fort Moultrie and Iho chan- 
nel is covered and protected by a solid work 
of interwoven palmetto logs. Yet the 
structure of the I'ort is Ecarred and cracked 
and broken above and around, and behind 
these additional defences Tho casemates, 
closed arid covorod by immense framo work 
of heavy beams, und this again thick with 
oarth, can bo onterod only by winding pas- 
sages, dump uud drippiug with moislure. 
The casemates onco entered, it would hardly 
seum poseiblo that uny human being could 
havo lived any length of time within them. 
The gnus woro slimy und mouldy, and the 
carriages wcru sweating wilh an oily moislme. 
Climbing out of the stone port-hole and 
through tha more widely expanded one in 
tho palmetto logs, you could look down 
around the base of the lort, where tbo cease- 
less tide bad woven over each ol tbo stones 
a mantlodiko thick, green, wet floss, and see 
trsginouts ol shell and broken bolts. You 
could look to the right and see where tho 
wall hnd crumbled nnd lallen into tbo sea. 
You could look abovo and see tho logs rent 
and gashed, and the brick wall wilh great 
scars und ragged cracks and wide seams, as 
though a little more of the storm of iron shot 
would havo beat it down beneath the surface 
of the sea. You could look to tho led and 
seo tho olosed ports, the rough repairing, the 
broken parapet. 

In tho interior tho sandy earth was sup- 
ported in its irregularity by numberless fas- 
cines and gabions, nnd dotted here anil there 
by dark holes which admitted ns into the 
damp caverns. What tied been tho parade 
was now green and slimy with the stagnant 
moisture, over which were scattered pieces of 
an exploded gun, scraps of iron hoops, a few 
decayed barrel-staves, iron and leaden shot 
scattered from shrapnel, and bits of soiled 
clothing u-ul broken bayonets. From the 
tall flagstaff in tho contro, a small Union 
banner was wnviug. And this was all that 
romainud of Fort Sumter ! Over these and 
behind hero were tho guns whioh a handful 
of men were not able to withstand, but which 
woke u nation to the duty of complete aud 
entire purification,

It is currently supposed that honest I/.aak 
Walton was tho father of the ecionco of 
angling. Nothing can be more erroneous. 
The Qieeks wcro masters ol the rod ami line 
5,000 years ago. A writer in tho October 
number of tho London Quarterly Rev icy 
says : 

The old Greeks and Romans, having a 
" particular weakness " for fish, were ardent 
followers of the gentle sport. " The existence 
ol proficients in tho art ol angling," nays Dr. 
Radium, " is competently attested from the 
scattered hints of contemporaries, and Iroui 
frescoes, gems, bas- relief) and coins." 
Alhemeus mentions the names of several 
writers who had written treatises or poems 
about Usbiag, as Cajcilius of Argos, Nutne- 
nius of Heraclea, l'ancrates thu Arcadian, 
Posidonius tho Corinthian, and Oppittu Iho 
Oilioian. With the exception ol this last 
named poet, all these writers' works have 
porished. Seleucus of Tursus, Leooidus of 
Byzantium, and Agathocles ol Alracia, are 
ulso enumerated by the uuthor of tho Dcipna- 
sophiilt, us having written prose essays on 
this subject. Angling with lino and hook, 
trolling, aud even fly-fishing after a rather 
primitive fashion, wcru practised by 1 1 > t 
ancients ; netting, of course, was in great 
vogue, while moaner devices to catch tho 
finny tribe woro sometimes resorted to, such 
as poisoning tbo water with different herbs. 
Horner refers to the art of taking sea«fish 
with hook and line.—

riSUINU WITH BODS. 

A tod was sometimes used in sea-fishing ; 
tho lines, the material of which were hemp 
or horsehair, must havo been strongly made 
lor tho capture of largo (Uli. A leaden 
weight was attoohed to tho lino to make it 
sink.

Br. Badhain, whose interesting hook evidences

requisite to thu angler's omit — fish-hooks — 
an abundant assortment, now in tho museum 
at Naples, was disinterred at Pompeii j they 
vary extremely in form, siae, and mode of 
adjustment, and aro qianufaoturcd of two 
different metals, some like our own. of steel 
(nucleus/em), others, as wo read in Oppian, 
of bronze —

Those anoiont hooks, somo of which were 
two-barbed, boro considerable rcscrriblauco 
to the modern kinds ; boiiio of the larger nl 
these hooks wore loaded, tho leads being 
formed into oonico-oylindrical lumps shaped 
liko dolphins, and named Delphini, alter a 
certain rude reEcmbluiicu to that fish." Of 
this dolphinoid lead Oppian speaks in the 
following lines, which describo tho nnciont 
procks' mode of flea-trolling, apparently al- 
most identical with thu modem gorge-bait 
trolling lor piko :
